Free use of the Hall may be granted in writing by, and if, in the 
opinion of the Selectmen, Town Clerk, and Town Treasurer, it 
is for the good of the Town’s peoples. The Selectmen shall have 
the power and right to revoke the letting or use of the Town Hall 
to any person or persons, Church, Order, Lodge or Club, at any 
time if necessary and in their opinion it shall be for the good of 
the Town.
